The season just ended in connec- 
tion with the Southern Alberta Base- 
ball League was not one to blow 
about. There was altogether too 
much rivalry between the towns to 
produce good. Athletics advertise a 
town but the game must be played in 
sportsmanlike fashion, There were 
too many protests this year for the 
good of the game, and the protests 
instead of being honest efforts to in- 
sure fair play were based on the 
grossest of hypocrisy. Aud that is 
neither good for the town interested 
or the players. Take the residence 
rule for example. With imported 
players playing under bogus names 
it was the height of hypocrisy for any 
team, so situated, to protest the bon- 
afides of other playcrs, and yet that 
is what the League and supporters of 
baseball have been treated to all sea- 
son, The Review may be treading on 
home corns, but it is again desired 
to emphasise the necessity of having 
the teams amateur in fact as well as 
in name. The number of “paid” 
amateurs playing this year was really 
the cause ot all the ilifeeling and dis- 
satisfaction. The League is suppos- 
ed tohave been amateur and yet there 
must have six or eight men drawing 
$60 to $80a month salaries in addi- 
tion to bonuses for winning games. 
One team is alleged to have had four 
men on the salary list and where the 
money came from isa mystery. If 
the teams had been composed of 
strictly flome players there would 

thave been less bickering, and the 
rivalry would haveeen friendly. As 
it was there is soreness and dissatis- 
faction, One team employs players, 
the other feels that it must do so in 
self defence and there you are. If 
there are to be paid players next year 
tor the sake of sport let it be done 
honestly andabove board, Let the 
tules justify it and please let the men 
play under — their. real names, 
No man of honor wishes to pass as 
somebLody he is not, especially when 
everyone knows his playing name is 
false. Itsastep inthe wrong direc- 
tionand lowers the moral tone of 
sport.

Mr. Robertson in his letter gleeful- 
ly emphasises the ignorance of the 
Review in not understanding “even 
ordinary rules” but thereby hangs a 
tale und Mr. Robertson has badly 
over-reached himself.

Whose fault was it thatit “was get- 
ting toodark to play ball after the 
seventh innings?” It would almost 
seem that Claresholm was working 
this “dark” scheme. If so they got 
left, According to Reach rules, un- 
der which the League plays, a game 
has to be started at least two hours 
before sundown. Accordingly the 
game should have been called at the 
end of the fifth inning,as it was as 
dark then as it was when Claresholm 
quit the field, If the game had been 
called at the end of the fifth inning, 
the game would have ended 8 to 2 in 
favor of Stavely. The reason for 
quitting was that the Stavely batters 
were starting to hit the Claresholm 
pitcher every time he located the 
plate, and with runners on third and 
second, and one man out, Claresholm 
decided it would be better to try and 
induce the umpire to call the game, 
and failing this, are now trying to win 
the game in their weekly newspaper. 
It may be said that the Claresholm

It was Paul's thought, if it should | 
prove to be the will of God, to visit | 
the places in Europe where he had 
been on his previous tour and then re- 
turn to Jerusalem, hoping at some 
time to see Rome also. Meantime he 
eent Timothy and Erastus, two of his 
ministers, into Macedonia, while he 
tarried in Asiu for a season (verses 21, 
22). Remembering what we wrote in 
the last lesson of the little that fs said 
of some disciples, we might easily for- | 
get that Timothy was one of the com- 
pany were it not for an occasioual ref: | 
erence to him. This is our first intro- 
duction to Erastus, of whom we read 
elsewhere in Rom. xvi, 23; II Tim. iv, 
20. It may not seem like saying much 
for them to say that they ministered 
unto Paul, but for some years it was 
all that could be said of Elisha with 
regard to Elijah, “He ministered unto 
him” (1 Kings xix, 21), and in doing 
this they as truly ministered to the | 
Lord as those who ministered to Him | 
personally when He was here on | 


earth (Matt. x, 42). It is impossible 
to minister to the Lord sincerely with- | 
out exciting the enmity of him who | 
even dared to ask the Lord Jesus to 
worship him (Matt. iv, 9), He is the | 
god of this world and may also be 
called the religious lender, for the vast 
majority of religious people worship 
him, perhaps unconsciously. No one 
can draw near to or worship the one | 
only living and true God except by | 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, and by | 
virtue of His atonement for sin, His | 
great vicarious sacrifice. | 

That which its not the worship of | 
God' is the worship of the devil (I Cor. | 
x, 20), whether it be the worship of | 
Diana or Jupiter or Buddha or Mo- | 
hammed or the professed worship of | 
a God who saves people because they 
try to do right and to follow a Jesus 
who {s not God and never suffered as | 
a sacrifice for our sins.

This sweet and gentle writer wat 
born in 1825, and was the daughter of 
the poet known as Barry Cornwall. 
While yet too young to write she 
had a little album into which her mo- 
ther copied for her her favorite verses. 
This little book she read and re-read, 


and coustantly carried about with herr 
Her father did not suspect that she 


had inherited his poetical gift, and 
did’ not know that she had composed 
a line until her first verses appeared 
in print. These werr not published 
in book form until twe-yéurs before 
her death, 

Dickens, while editor of “House- 
hold Words” noticed among the con- 
tributors a short poem which he con- 
sidered unusually good. It professed 
to be the work of a Miss Mary Ber- 
wick. He wrote to her, and she be- 
came a regular contributor, 

Dickens had known 
sinee her childhood, her father being 
one of his oldest and dearest friends. 
She sent her writings anonymously 
for that reason, lest if her name were 
known his judgment shguld be embar- 
rassed by his friendship. When her 
name became known to Dickens he 
wrote her: “You have given me a 
new sensation, [I did suppose that 
nothing in this singular world could 
surprise me, but you have done it. 
You will believe my congratulations 
on the delicucy and talent of your 
writing to be sincere.”’ He went on 
to tell her of ‘‘Miss Mary Berwick,” 
as she was imagined in the publish- 
ing office,

real or imaginary; that she wrote 
ufter the educational duties of the 
day Were dischgrged.

The Sunday Stone. 

In the University Museum, at x- 
ford, England, there is to be found 
a large mass of limestone, known as 
the “Sunday Stone.”

BOOSTING ALL-RED. 


Deputy P.M.G. Coulter Explains Ad- 
vantages of Scheme. 


Mr. Coulter, Deputy Postmaster- 
General of Canada, was interviewed 
in London, on his way home after a 


tion with the proposed ‘‘All-Red 
Route” to Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand. 

It is an open secret that he went 
to Australia for the purpose of dis- 
cussing with leading statesmen and 
business people the proposed new 
plan for an Imperial road. 

“I think the scheme is quite feasi- 
ble,” he remarked to a press repre- 
sentative in London, “and my belief 
is based upon good foundation. Com- 
mercial men among the Australians 
are in favor of it; so are the’ repre- 
sentatives with whom I discussed it. 
‘It has been said that Australia has 
little or nothing to gain. But that is 
4n erroneous view, 

“She stands to gain enormously by 
a quicker route from the tourist traf- 
fic alone. Men with whom I travel- 
ed, who are in business in America, 
were staggered when they found they 
had to wait six weeks for their mails 
by one route, and four weeks 
another. ' ‘My business won’t stan 
it,’ they told me, and some of them 
went straight back. 

“And the tourist traffic is no un- 


important item. I am told that Amer- | 


ican visitors are worth twenty mil- 
lions a year to Europe, and most o' 


the turnover carries a larger propor- | 


tion of profit than the ordinary com- 
mercial investment. The people in 
America have done the European 
tour until they are tired of it. But 
they dare not leave business for an 
Australasian tour until the mails are 
greatly accelerated.

THE NAVAL QUESTION 


PROVING A DIFFICULT MATTER 
FOR DELEGATES TO SOLVE 


Deliberations of Imperial Conference 
on the Matter of Location of the 
Navy—British Government Has 
Confidence in Loyalty of Japan, but 
Canada and Australia Want Fleet 
for Protection of Pacific Waters. 


London.—While the imperial con- 
ference had little difficulty in elabor- 
ating a scheme of the army, the del:- 
gates found the naval question a hard 
problem to solve. All the colonics 
readily agreed to pay a fair share of 
the cost of the navy, but*discussion o8 
to the particular form of the contribu- 
tions disclosed a sharp differ- 
ence between the admiralty ond 
the Canadian and Austrasian 
delegates. This was particularly 
true with respect to Great Britain’s 
recent policy in the Pacific. When the 
Anglo etantne treaty was concluded, 
Great Britain withdrew the seater 
part of her fleet from the China cvast, 
and entirely abolished the North Pa- 
cific fleet, both of which could be 
used in conjunction with an Austra- 
lian squadron to protect British trade, 
and British possessions in all parts of 
the Pacific. | 

The home government sees no dang- 


‘er in that part of the world and has 


full confidence in her eastern ally. 
The colonial delegates, however, per- 
sistently pictured 
who might some day become possessed 
of a desire for more territory, they 
therefore while agreeing to contribute 
to the maintenance of the main fleet 
declared that the greatest energy 
should be exerted to provide defences 
for their own coasts and trade. 

Australia already is building _ tor- 
pedo boats for the fleet. The admir- 
alty believes that these fleets will 
prove of the greatest control. The 
fleet, they say, would come to the as- 
sistance of the country. 

Canada’s first ships will be modern 
cruisers, and the Canadians think 
that these should be placed in the 
Pacific. The home authorities on the 
other hand want them in the Atlantic, 
whence they could join the main fleet 
in the North sea on the shortest no- 
tice. 

The delegates are in daily confer- 
ence and the admiralty hopes that a 
scheme will be completed and ready 
for presentation in the conference on 
Aug. 19. New Zealand, South Africa 
and the smaller colonies have agreed 
to make direct contributions to the 
British navy and to depend on it for 
their protection.

PROJECT TO CONNECT EDMON-

Hon. Wm. Pugsley, Minister of Public 
Works, is Greatly Interested in Im- 
“proving Navigation in Western 
Canada—Believes that All-Water 
Route from’ Manitoba to Alberta Js 
Worthy of Serious Consideration. 
Winnipeg. — Hon; Wm. Pugsley, 
minister of public works, passed 
through the city on the way east, after 
completing a trip through the west 
which extended over seven weeks. He 
inspected important undertakings in 
all four western provinces and made 


special inquiry at.a number of points 
where public buildings are Sein 
asked for. 


In an interview the minister indi- 
cated that the public work which had 
interested him most deeply in western 
Canada was the fepom to improve 
navigation generally in the Saskatche- 
wan and to open up water communi- 
cation between the Alberta capital 
and Winnipeg. 

This improvement, which would 
mean so much to this city, would, as 
the minister remarked, mean every- 
thing to the farmers living in prox- 
imity to the great stream. 

Speaking of this important question, 
Dr. Pugsley said: ‘The Lear test of 
connecting Winnipeg and Edmonton 
by a water route was brought to my 
attention again while in the province 
of Alberta, and I secured much addi- 
tional information or the subject 
which I deemed worthy of the most 
careful consideration. The locks at 
St. Andrew’s, on which a large sum 
has been expended, will soon be com- 
pleted, enabling vessels traversing 
Lake Winnipeg to reach this city. By 
the expenditure of a reasonable sum 
of money it appears that it would be 
possible to secure water communica- 
tion by way of the Red River, Lake 
Winnipeg and the Saskatchewan 
river, between this city and Edmon- 
jton. The public benefit resulting from 
this improvement would be very 
great.”

Frequently it happened that 
in measuring his ground a miner ex- 
tended his posts over a divide and 
bumped into’ the territory of ‘a locator 
who had planted stakes on a bench 
claim on the other side of the summit. 
As there seems to have been confusion 
as to the exact date of the location of 
many of these claims disputes were 
of frequent occurrence and resulted in 
expensive litigation. Under the new 
system resurveys starting from the 
original discovery claims will ensure 
the award of the exact amount of 
Pound to which each locator is en- 
itled,

WONDERS OF THE WEST 


Hon. Mr. Pugsley Expresses Wonder- 
ment at the Development of 
the West 


Ottawa.—Hon. Mr. Pugsley, who 


|hag just returned from a seven weeks’ | 


{tour of Western Canada, which he 
has not visited for 12 years, expresses 
wonderment at the development which 
lace in all sections of the 
country, The period of doubt, he 
says, has given way to an era of 
wonderful development and consequent 
rosperity. What struck him more 
orcikly than anything else in connec- 
tion with the development of the 
}country, was the use which is now be- 
jing made of land which less than a 
decade ago was looked upon as being 
little less than uselebs. 

The minister of public works was 
much impressed with the fine 
stretches of water to be found in the 
west. He sees no reason why in the 
course of time the Saskatchewan river 
cannot be made as valuable to Canada 
as the Mississippi to the United States, 
or why by improvements on the .Nel- 
son that, river should not make a 
|navigable waterway from Winnipeg to 
Hudson's Bay. 

Mr. Pugsley says he had not heard 
very much of the oriental question 
| while in the west, in fact the only re- 
ference to it was made by the ladies 
of British Columbia who compliined 
that there was uncertainty of China- 
men in the country. He says he heard 
a great deal of imperial defence of the 
jwest and thought the Canadian built 
navy was greatly approved in all 
quarters.

NATIVES ARE UNFIT TO TAKE 
PART IN COUNCIL

| Eminent Geographét Criticizes Lord 
Morley’s Policy in Dealing with 
Indian Affairs—Believes that Gov- 
ernment is not Ruling with Strong 
Enough Hand, and is Only Legis- 
lating for the Agitators. 


Montreal.—Colonel Sir Duncan A. 
Johnston, K.C.M.G., who was a guest 
at the place Vigor hotel is on his way 
to attend the convention of the British 
Association for fhe Advancement of 
Science at Winnipeg. Sir Duncan is 
president of the Geographical section, 
and an enthusiast over the honor re- 
flected on Great Britain by the per- 
formance of Lieut, Shackleton in the 
south, 

Colonel Johnston discussed the pres- 
ent situation in India at some length. 
“T think the government is not ruling 
with a strong enough hand,” he said. 
Lord Morley is legislating for a few 
agitators, and not for the great mass 
of the people of india. The people of 
the country, as a whole, do not want 
to participate in the government, and 
if they did, they are unfit to do #0. 
Neither do, these agitators want them 
to have a part in the government; 
they want, the power for themselves. 

“In particular,’’ went on Sir Dun- 
can, ‘it is a mistake on Lord Morley’s 
part to admit an Indian to the vice- 
roy’s council. For one reason, if a 
Mohammedan be chosen, the Hindus 
will be angry; and if a Hindu, the 
Mohammedans, Further, many mot- 
ters are discussed before the council 
which it is not well should be spread 
abroad. British officials will keep 
things secret, but a native is likely to 
let a hint drop to some of his native 
friends. Still another objection is 
that people trust British officials, and 
they will not trust one of their own 
fellow-Indians.” 

“What do you think will be the ef- 
fect in India of Japan’s entry among 
the powers?” 

“It is twenty or more years since I 
left India,” said the Colonel, ‘and on 
that I am not qualified to express an 
opinion, beyond saying that it will 
tmnake the problem more difficult.”
